The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claim 47, change line 17, from "opening." to - - opening, wherein at least one 
opening of the cool air supplying device includes a first opening and a second 
opening that discharges the turbulent flow into the at least one storage chamber in 
a first direction and a second direction, wherein the first and second openings are 
positioned such that the turbulent flow in the first direction is substantially 
perpendicular to the turbulent flow in the second direction, and wherein the 
turbulent flow in the first direction intersects the turbulent flow in the second 
direction inside the at least one storage chamber. - - 

• Cancel claims 23, 24, 27-33, 39-45 and 49. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
anticipate nor render obvious the combination set forth in the independent claim, and specifically 
does not show a refrigerator having a separator provided adjacent to multiple openings for 
uniformly diffusing the cool air in the freezing chamber and the refrigerating chamber by 
separating the cool air into at least two streams. The separator is provided to partially block the 
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cool air being discharged from the opening. The separator may extend perpendicular to a 
flowing direction of the cool air. U.S. Patent 6,009,720 to Ji et al. teaches a refrigerator having 
cool air dispersing blades, U.S. Patent 4,920,758 to Janke et al. teaches a refrigerator temperature 
responsive air outlet baffle and U.S. Patent 5,778,694 to Jeong teaches a cooling air supply 
control apparatus of refrigerator, but they do not teach that at least one opening of the cool air 
supplying device includes a first opening and a second opening that discharges the turbulent flow 
into the at least one storage chamber in a first direction and a second direction, wherein the first 
and second openings are positioned such that the turbulent flow in the first direction is 
substantially perpendicular to the turbulent flow in the second direction, and wherein the 
turbulent flow in the first direction intersects the turbulent flow in the second direction inside the 
at least one storage chamber.
